RETURNED 


TOWORK 


Steps Being Taken by 


London Officials to 
Relieve Distress 


FOOD STUFF DESTROYED 


Many Valuable Cargoes Will be 


Dumped loto the 


Ocean. 


London, Aug. 12—With thousands 


of strikers returning to work today 
as a result of the settlement reached 
last night through the offices of the 
Board of Trade,'steps are being ta- 
ken to relieve the distress which 
has become acute as a result of the 
tie-up of food supplies. Orders have 
been issued for the moving of food 
and ice before all other freight and 
by tonight it is believed that 
tae 


city will have been relieved. 
The 


workers are 
jubilant 
over having 


gained the larger portion of their de- 
mands. 
The lightermen, whose de- 


mands were last to be settled, gain- 
ed a ten hour 'day and a 25 per cent 
increase in wages.' 


The first work undertaken on the 


docks today was the unloading of 
food cargoes. It was found that an 
entire cargo of 35,000 mutton car- 
casses had spoiled and the consign- 
ment, valued at upwards of $200,- 
000 had to be destroyed. 


The teamsters of the Midland & 


Great Northern railroads struck to 
day, claiming that tljeir union is not 
affected by the wholesale settlements 
and the strike threatens to spread ~.c 
other roads, as the union has call- 
ed upon the men on all lines not to 
handle 
freight 
coming from 
the 


roads against which the strike hat 
been declared. 


Men returned in large numbers to 


their work today, although the offi- 
cial agreement calls upon them to re- 
turn Monday. Owing to the conges- 
tion at the docks and distributing 
stations, it will be several days be- 
fore trade conditions 
become nor- 


mal. 


The terms of settlement increase 


the wages of the strikers approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 a year. Prepara- 
tions for a resumption of trade were 
kept up all night. Early today saw 
the market places crowded with the 
greatest throngs in years. Crowds at 
the docks were so great that the po 
lice were unable 
to 
control 
the 


thousands of shopkeepers and others 
who were m'adly fighting to obtain 
provisions. 


The health authorities were partic- 


ularly alert because of the grave dan 
ger of disease from decayed food. It 
is stated that many valuable cargoes 
•will be ordered 
taken to sea 
and 


dumped into the ocean.

London, Aug. 12.—Having

the most sweeping and complete vic- 
tory in 
the 
-history of industrial 


struggles in 
England, the 
Londou 


union leaders were highly jubilaiu 
today. 
Ben Tillett, leader of 
tht. 


Federation, today summed up 
th-s 


strike and its outcome for the Unit- 
ed Press as follows: 
"This is labor's greatest triumph 


of 
a century. Not only are the 100,- 


000 
workers 
and 
their families 


benefitted b.y the increase of wages, 
which enables them 
to meet 
the 


cruelly high cost of living, but the\ 
receive material reductions in 
tii*' 


hours of labor, giving them, for the 
first time in their lives, the oppor- 
tunity of recreation and of getting to 
know their families. Heretofore th;-.\ 
have 
toiled all of 
their working 
hours. 


"But far more important than tbi 


material benefit has been the dem- 
onstration of the absolute power 6. 
the wage earner. 
The forces of capi- 


tal are at last compelled to recogniar 
that united 
labor 
can enforce the 


rights of the workers through theii 
control of the food supply of the na- 
tion. Our "coronation 
strike1' has 


also been a mighty protest against 
the barbarjc splendor of the corona- 
tion spectacle, with the waste of mil- 
lions of pounds which, properly ex 
pended, would have mitigated 
the 


wretchedness of the poor." 


"The loyalty and discipline of the 


organized working man has been su- 
perb. Instances 
of 
violence have 


been few and widely isolated. 
Manj 


of the reported fights were deliber- 
ately encouraged by the city police, 
who wanted the troops sent here tr 
take control. The orderly manner in 
which this strike has been conducted 
from the outset until its happy ter' 
minatlon, has been most remarkable 
considering the 
vast 
number of 


Btrlkers. 


"There has not been a single fa-

However, as the time passed and no 
one voluntarily confesses the accident- 
al shooting of Offord, the police are 
becoming more and more imbued with 
the murder theory. 
Many sensational 


stories are afloat concerning the shoot-. 
ing, but when investigated they prove 
to be fake rumors. 


A story was current on the streets 


last evening that 
Offord had been 


gambling the night before he was shot 
and had been a heavy winner. A man, 
whose home was purported to be in 
Newark and who was a heavy loser 
at the alleged game was reported to bo 
tlie murderer of Offord, having laid In 
wait for him along the railroad tracks. 
However, the police do "not put any; 
credulence in this rumor.

shot and carried to the railroad track: 
and his body hid In the bushes? Chief 
Arter and Detective Frank Abel were 
at tlie place where the body of Offord 
was found soon after the shooting. A 
thorough search was made in the sur- 
rouudinR bushes for bullet holes in the 
leaves in order to tell which direction 
tlie shot was fired. No holes wer« 
found and no shots found in the trees 
surrounding the place where Offord lay.

Morrison was confined at the state 


asylum at Columbus several years ago, 
but had been dismissed as cured. Some 
time ago he was brought before Judge 
Rogers at MeC'onnelsville on a lunacy 
charge, but was again sent home. Dur- 
ing the past two months he has re- 
peatedly attempted to take his life. 


Morrison came down stairs as usual 


and appeared quiet. 
He ate a hearty 


breakfast and then walked out to the 
barn to feed the stook. When he did 
not return his little dughter, aged five 
years, went to ]e>ok for him. She found 
him hanging from a rope in the barn. 
She hurriedly ran back to her mother, 
who went to the barn and cut her hus- 
band down. 
He was dead, his nerk 


being broken when she reached him.

Mills was willing, and he said 
he was told to visit the Billings home 
and to ask the questions about work, 
and in particular about the package. 
He was to receive his pay upon the 
completion of his labor. 


Mills, after his arrest, led the offi- 


cers to a West Side saloon, where he 
pointed out Hendricks. who is a Ger- 
man and speaks little English. He re- 
fused to answer the questions put to 
him by the police. Mills said that he 
was the tool of Hendricks and knew 
nothing of the threatening letter re- 
ceived by Mrs. Billings.
